The document, which stipulated in detail how the gigantic

'starving Russians in the Volga district, was signed by Walter 
Lyman Brown as representative of the American Relief Admin- 
istration, and Maxim Litvinoff for the Russian Soviet govern- 
ment.The signing ceremony was impressive. It took place on 
the top floor of the foreign office in a room filled with news- 
paper correspondents from many countries to the accompani- 
ment of the clicking of three moving picture machines, and the 
snapping of several "stilf* cameras. 
Commissioner Brown read the text of the agreement to the 


assemblage which listened with intense attention.
